same, were submitted and read. (The 
Proposal appears in another column of 
this issue). 

It was azreed that as a further offer 
‘for light and power from the Canadian 
‘Utilities Company had not been re-: 
ceived, their offer be not considered 
further. 

On motion it was unanimously : 
agreed that the Council will not en- 
tertain the rental proposal made by 
the Calgary Power Company. 

The Council went on record as he-! 
ing in favor of disposing of the city’s | 
utilities, and submitting a counter; 
proposition to the Calgary Power 
Company, asking $150,000, instead of 
$120,000 ,subject to a satisfactory ar- 
Tangement.

CALGARY POWER CO. IS 
CANVASSING LACOMBE 


Lacombe, July 2.—A_ representa- 
tive of the Calgary Power Co. is 
canvassing the town with the view of 
securing the signatures of water 
users who will guarantee to connect 
‘with the system proposed to ‘be in- 
stalled by that Company. An effort 
is being made to secure the signatures 
af 150 property owners who agree to 
take water from the Company at the 
rate of $3.85 per month. The Com 
pany brings the water to the property 
line on streets, when the connection 
must be made by the owners of the 
property. It is estimated that the 
cost of bringing the water from the 
line to the house will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $1.25 per foot. The sewer 
system which will have to be instal- 
Jed ‘by the town, is also being given 
attention, and estimates of the cost 
hhave been secured from several firms.

Caloary Power Co. Offer 


Regarding the bénefits which would 
accrue to light and power users in the 
City under this proposed agreement, a 
comparative estimate of net billings 
under the present rates in force in 
the City and under the rates as pro- 
posed by the Company was made for 
October last, which was found to be 
about an average month for the year. 
The estimate which was from a study 
of two hundred and thirty eight con- 
secutive light accounts and twenty- 
six representative power accounts, out 
of a total of five hundred and eighty- 
six accounts, both light and power, 
showed that under the proposed new 
rates, a saving in excess of 50% for 
the light users and over 30% for the 
power users would be effected. The 
present street lighting would be car- 
ried on for $1,524.00 less than was 
charged by the electric Nght and 
power department in 1928. 
amount then being $3900). 

The Company would supply to- the 
City and its inhabitants the electric 
energy and power required as afore- 
said, in the followng manner: 


(a) Kor lighting and heating pur-, 


poses and for use. in small’ motors 
single phase alternating current at 110 
volts (2 wire service) and at 110 and 
220 volts (3 wire service) and at a 
normal frequency of sixty (60) cycles 
per second. 

(b) For motors of five (5) horse 
power and over and for small motors 
at the option of the Company, —— 
phase alternating current at 220 volts 
and at a normal frequency of sixty 
(60) cycles per second. Where the 
consumers demand for power is of 
such magnitude as reasonably to war: 
rant a special transformer installation 
for his exclusive use, he shall be sup- 


cs he may reauire. 

The general variation in the voltage 
specified in the foregoing subsections 
of this clause shall not exceed six 

6%) per centum, abcve or below the 
specified figures and the general vari- 
ation in frequency shall not exceed 
one (1%) per cent above or below the 
specified figure. 

The Company will take all reason- 
able precautions to guard against in- 
terruption or diminution in the supply 
of power and energy and shall termin- 
ate the same with all reasonable dis- 
patch. If it becomes necessary to in- 
terrupt or diminish the supply of 
power in order to make repair or 
changes to the Company’s equipment 
the Company shall give reasonable 
notice to the City and shall arrange to 
make such interruption or diminution 


j= at such other standard voltage 


(The lat such time as to cause the minimum 


inconvenience in the use of the same. 

The City shall purchase from the 
Company and the Company shall sell 
lto the City during the term or period 
of “said exclusive franchise” and any 
extension or renewal thereof, all pow- 
er which the City may require, for any 
municipal purpose. 

The Company will, during the term 
or period of “said exclusive franchise” 
and any extension or renewal there- 
of, maintain and keep in good repair 
and proper working order a complete 

system of street lighting for the City, 
including the replacement of lamps. 
The Company will furnish an all night 
street lighting service maintaining all 
the present street lights or lamps of 
such candlepower as may be desig 
nated by the City which shall not be 
less than 250 candlepower, and such 
additional street lights or lamps as 


the City may from time to time de- 
mand, for which the City will pay to 
the Company the following rates: 

Each lamp not exceeding 250 candle- 
power, $3.00 per month. 

Each lamp over 250 
but not exceeding 400 
$3.90 per month. 

Each lamp over 400 
but not exceeding 600 
$5.10 per month. 

The maximum rates or prices which 
the Company shall charge for elec- 
trical energy and power in the City, 
during the term or period of “said 
exclusive franchise” or any extension 
or renewal thereof, shall.-be in accord- 
ance with the following schedule: 

(1) Domestic Service, available 
only for lighting, heating, cooking, 
domestic power and other uses in 
heuses and apartments used exclus- 
ively for residential purposes. 

Service charge of 60c per month to- 
gether with an energy charge on the 
following basis: 

First 50 kilowatt hours per month— 
6c per kilowatt hour. 

Next 150 kflowatt hours per month 
—8c per kilowatt hour. 

All over 200 kilowatt. hours per 
month—1.5c per kilowatt hour, pro- 
vided water heater not over one Kkilo- 
watt capacity and electric stove are 
connected. 

With a minimum monthly charge 
(including service charge) of $1.26 
per month. 

‘Commercial Service, available for 
all purposes where other rates do not 
apply. \ 

Service charge of 50c per month for 
the first F00 watts of installed cavac-

months roasting and frying in this 
building, when we ought to be out In 
the sunshine storing up health, es- 
pecially when we have to stay tndoors 
so long during the winter months. 
Surely the time 1s come for us to con- 
sider whether February is the best 
time for parllament to meet. 

It goes without saying that seed 
time is one of great importance to the 
farmer members, and it also goes 
without saying that the members com ~ 
ing from the maritime provinces on 
the one hand and from British Colum- 
bia and the western provinces on the 
other have to stay here steadily 
throughout the session; they have no 
opportunity of going home over the 
week end or during a short adjourn- 
ment; and to have to remain in Ot- 
tawa during the spring season when 
they ought to be at their work at 
home {imposes on them a very serious 
inconvenience. I believe it would be 
better for all concerned were parlia- 
ment to’meet two or three months 
earlier than it usually does. I think 
November would be a very excellent 
time to open the session, have a re- 
cess for Christmas and New Year, and 
then ccme back and conclude our par- 
liamentary work before the first of 
May. 

That is the suggestion I wish to 
make. It may be that,some members 
from the eastern provinces would 
rather continue the present practice, 


but I think they ought to be prepared 
to give a little consideration to this 
suggestion, since the change would 
involve no inconvenience to any one, 


whereas if we continue to meet in 


February western members are very 


seriously inconvenienced. 


There is a further reason why I 


think eastern members ought to give 
favourable consideration to my plea. 

I think it is clear to any one who 
looks at the matter from the point of 
view of indemnities that the western 
members are discriminated against. 
No man can be here steadly for four 
months and attend to -any kind of 
personal business. He has practically 
to give it up. That is true also of the 
maritime memberg. I do noty know 
whether one should mention the word 
“indemnity” or not. Far be it from 
me to suggest any increase! 

Some hon. Members: Oh, oh. 

Mr. Irvine: I would not think of 
making such a suggestion. I know 
that all parties are very much afraid 
of this question, especially the lead- 
ers. I might go so far as to suggest

year, I submit that in view of all the 
‘glrcumstances they ought to be pre- 
pared to assist us in our effort to im- 
press upon the government the advis: 
ability of changing the time at which 
parliament meets making it Novem- 
ber instead of February. 

In conclusion, I wish to say this. 
There is a great deal more in the sug- 
gestion than may appear on the sur- 
face, for the question of indemnity is 
one which leads us to another ques- 
tion of moment to the people of Cana- 
da and to the democratic system in 
general. I believe that it is becoming 
more and more the tendency that only 
rich men can come to this parliament; 
and poor men, however able they may 
be, may ultimatelly be debarred ex- 
cept they may possiblly receive assist- 
ance from some other source to en- 
able them to attend  parllament— 
which is perhaps a principle equally 
as dangerous as the principle of hav- 
ing only rich men in parilament. And 
there is a tendency in Canada for that 
principle to take root. I think we can 
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main parties in Canada who have been 
assisted or indemnified by private 
persons—we do not know who they 
are—in order that they might be in a 
position to give their services to their 
country. Now I offer no criticism of 
any individual; I do not know any 
case in which this has been done 
wherein the individual concerned was 
not an outstanding man whose ser- 
vices Canada could ill afford to lose, 
and of which we are very glad to have 
had the benefit. That is not my crit- 
icism, however; my Criticism is that 
the principle is a very bad one. At 
least we ought to know in every case 
who the men are that subscribe funds, 
and I would rather advocate that Can- 
ada be prepared to give, to those 
whose services the country accepts, a 
remuneration sufficient to maintain 
them, having full control over them, 
than prejudice their services by allow- 
ing private individuals to keep them 
in public life.; 

I hope that in view of all the cir- 
ciimstances the government will lis- 
ten to our request that parliament 
meet in the fall instead of in the 
spring, and that we be careful not to 
allow mere wealth to supersede other 
qualities ‘in this parliament. I eed 
admit, of course, that I should be very 
glad indeed if I had sufficient political 
influence to be worth $200,000 to any- 
body outside parliament. Unfortun- 
ately, however, I am not in that happy 
position and so I stand for the demo- 
cratic principle of having the people 
of Canada pay the services of their 
representatives. And if it were nec- 
essary I would even suggest that the 
personne) of parliament be reduced by 
half, ‘paying the members an adequate 
compensation, and applying the same 
principle to ministers, reducing their 
number to the same extent, and ade- 
quatelly remunerating them in order 
to keep in public life men whose : 
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vices are of value to the country.

HARVESTING AND THRESHING 
BARLEY FOR MALTING 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

A sample of barley sultable for 
making malt must be pure as to 
variety, uniform as to maturity, 
and thoroughly mature; a mixture of 
varieties will give lack of uniformity. 
The sample must not be injured and 
must be free from other grains and 
weed seeds. 

Presuming that the crop to be har- 
vested is from pure seed of a known 
variety, much can be done now to in- 
sure a good sample from the maltsters’ 
viewpoint. Firstly the grain must be 
fully matured, in other words, ‘dead 
ripe”; there must be no green kernels 
or immature kernels in the sample. If 
necessary, save for the malting 
sample, only the parts of the fleld that 
are free from signs of greenness, and 
put the rest of the grain in a separate 
bin. This extra work insures a 
sample that the malster will buy, and 
consequently commands a_ better 
price. The grain after cutting, should 
be allowed to cure in the stook for a 
short time, but must not be left too 
long, as owing to the 
weather often experienced at 
time, injury may occur from sprout- 
ing in the stook, or bad discoloration. 

Careful threshing is just as impor 
ant as careful harvesting. Many a 
good crop has been ruined by care- 
less threshing. Good ‘barley must be 
free from broken or skinned kernels, 
too close threshing will cause this. 
It is better to have a little of the awn 
adhering to the kernels than by close 
threshing to have the hull skinned 
off, as this injury allows the entrance 
of moulds, and a consequent deterior- 
ation in the malt produced from the 
grain. By the use of proper screens 
in the thresher, many of the weed 
seeds can be removed, thus lessening 
the work in recleaning the grain up to 
the required standard for malting.
